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If you love fashion, and you can knit, you have the most terrific advantage. A 
hand knitted sweater or jacket is an indispensable addition to any fashion 
wardrobe and beautiful, modern hand knitting patterns are now regularly 
featured in all the fashion magazines and in the national press. Hand knits are a 
practical investment, too. If you can’t knit you have to buy them, and this is 
about ten times more expensive. 


No longer is fashion concerned with one colour or length being ‘out’ or ‘in’. The 
emphasis now is on expressing your individuality; on creating your own style 
and developing it. Fashion editors cover the trends, but also offer expert advice 
on how to work out what best suits you and your lifestyle. Self-expression is the 
most important thing and, with hand knitting, you can begin to express yourself 
on the first day you grasp how to knit and purl. 


If you don’t have much free time —and that must apply to almost everyone — it’s 
the stylish, quick to knit patterns which make the most fashion sense. Simple 
classics are often the most effective to wear, anyway, and will give the longest 
fashion mileage. You’ll feel a real sense of achievement after you’ve spent a lot 
of time working ona hand knitted masterpiece, but if you want something pretty 
to wear that you can rustle up in your odd free moments, stick to ultra-simple 
designs and concentrate on knitting them beautifully. A plain sweater in pristine 
cream wool ora cotton jacket in a bright colour is very quickly knitted, but looks 
stunning. 


There are many easy and very easy patterns to knit in this book, as well as more 
complicated designs for knitters who love the mental and physical challenge of 
an intricate Fair Isle or a tricky lace stitch. This is quite a different sort of pleasure, 
but if you’ve never tackled a difficult pattern before, why not have a go? Take it 
slowly at first and you may be surprised at what you can achieve. You’ll need 
patience more than anything else, and if you have plenty of that, no technique in 
knitting will be beyond your grasp. 


Lome Useful Advice 


Many creative people are daunted by the 
technical side of knitting, which is a 
shame because learning the basics can 
be less painful than you think. If you had 
the time to read every knitting book ever 
printed, you would find that all the infor- 
mation they contain could be boiled 
down to the same fundamental points. 

The best way to learn how to knit — 
and indeed how to do anything in knit- 
ting — is to get someone to show you. 
This is much the best method and will 
save you hours of puzzling over written 
instructions. Unfortunately the number 
of people who can demonstrate properly 
seems to be dwindling. Learning how to 
do things properly really is worth the 
effort, because it will make all the differ- 
ence between an adequate result and 
something you can really be proud of. A 
knitting pattern is a formula, so study 
different patterns to see exactly what the 
formula is. Once you’ve cracked it, you 
will never have another problem. 
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Tension 

If you are following someone else’s pat- 
tern, you must knit to tension. (Tension 
means how tightly or loosely your work 
is knitted.) However neat your knitting, if 
you haven’t worked to tension — forget it! 
You are literally throwing away hours of 
work, as well as the cost of the wool. If 
you hate knitting a tension square, do a 
careful check on your actual work and 
measure the number of stitches and rows 
to the number of centimetres quoted at 
the top of the pattern. If you have fewer 
stitches than the given tension, change 
your needles to a size smaller. If you 
have more stitches than the given ten- 
sion, change your needles to a size 
larger. Neglect to do this and you run the 
risk of your sweater turning into a per- 
fectly knitted little straitjacket or string 
vest. 
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Tension 

Abbreviations 


If you are completely new to knitting you 
will never get anywhere at all unless you 
read the abbreviations. Abbreviations 
can be highly misleading: they are not 
standardised and one designer may use 
the same abbreviation as another but 
mean something completely different. 
So read the abbreviations at the begin- 
ning of the pattern; never assume you 
know what they mean. 


Joining in yarn 

If you don’t want the sweater that you 
have spent hours knitting to come to 
pieces in your hands at some stage, it is 
better not to join in a new ball of yarn in 
the middle of a row; always join it in at 
the beginning of a row. (Any long ends 
will be useful for sewing up afterwards. ) 


Measurements 

When | first started knitting, the section 
headed ‘Measurements’ was one I used 
to blithely ignore. Consequently, no- 
thing ever turned out the right size. (It’s 
the same story if you ignore tension!) If 
you want your garment to be the size the 
designer intended, you must check your 
measurements carefully. You must also 
check that the back has the same num- 
ber of rows as the front to the armhole 
and to the shoulder and that each sleeve 
consists of exactly the same number of 


rows. The bad news is that you must 
therefore count every row of each piece 
of the garment. If you are checking 
stocking stitch, it is easier to count on the 
purl side. 


Pressing 

This is boring, but you’ll be sorry if you 
don’t! Not all knitting needs to be 
pressed: check the instructions on the 
ball band. If pressing is recommended 
and you don’t bother, the garment will 
look badly rumpled — overdo it and 
you'll squash the stitches flat. (It’s kill or 
cure, really. ) 

To press, pin out each piece to the 
correct measurement given in the pat- 
tern, with the wrong side of the work 
uppermost. Using a damp, dry or wet 
cloth (check the ball band again) and a 
warm iron, begin to press by raising and 
lowering the iron. Never move the iron 
back and forth as in ordinary ironing; 
once the iron has touched the cloth, it 
should only be raised straight up again. 
The pattern will tell you which parts of 
the garment need to be pressed. 


Sewing up ; 

It is possible to knit a garment beautifully, 
but if you sew it up badly you will fall at 
the last fence. 


Invisible seaming An invisible seam is 
best for side seams and sleeve seams. 
You are going to sew two pieces together 
so you won't be able to see that there isa 
join. The trick is to sew with the right side 
of the pieces facing you. Place the two 
edges of each piece close together. 
Begin by securing the yarn at one end 
and bring the needle and yarn to the 
right side of the work. Bring the needle 
across and insert it under the thread that 
connects the first and second stitch of the 
row. Draw the needle and yarn through 
and then insert them through the same 
thread of the other piece of knitting. 
Continue to weave across the two pieces 
in this way, drawing them together firmly 
but not tightly. 
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Back stitch seaming 


Back stitch seaming Use a back stitch 
seam when the seam runs across the 
grain of the knitting, as in the shoulder 
seam or along a shaped edge. Place the 
two edges together with the right sides 
inside, and fasten the yarn at the right 
hand edge at the back of the work. Work 
the seam from right to left, moving one 
stitch to the right, at the front and two to 
the left at the back of the work. 


Some Useful Advice 


How To kuit- 


Casting on 

I always cast on using the thumb 
method, but there are other methods as 
well. 


Thumb method (using only one 
needle) Leaving a piece of yarn hang- 
ing down which is long enough to form 


the number of stitches required, make a 
slip loop and put it onto the needle. Hold 
the loose end of yarn in the left hand and 
make a loop on the left thumb (a). Insert 
the needle into this loop (b), wrap the 
yarn round the needle (c) and draw it 
through the loop on the thumb (d) as 
you slip the loop from the thumb and 
gently tighten the left hand thread (e). 
You have now formed the first stitch. 
Repeat the process for the rest of the 
row.

The two needle method Make a slip 
loop and place it on the left hand needle. 
Insert the right hand needle into it, wind 
the yarn round the right hand needle, 
draw a loop through and place this loop 
onto the left hand needle. Continue in 
this way, working into the last stitch on 
the left hand needle each time. 


Casting off 

Knit the first two stitches of the row. With 
the point of the left hand needle, lift the 
stitch furthest to the right on the right 
hand needle over the stitch next to it, 
leaving one stitch on the right hand 
needle. Knit one more stitch, making two 
stitches on the right hand needle. Lift the 
one furthest to the right over the other, as 
before. Continue in this way until only 
one stitch of the row remains. Cut the 
yarn and pass it through this stitch to 
fasten off.

Knitting and purling 


How to knit a stitch Hold the needle 
with the cast on stitches in the left hand. 
With the yarn at the back of the work, 
insert the right hand needle into the front 
of the first loop on the left hand needle, 
front to back, left to right. Wind the yam 
round the point of the right hand needle 
and draw a loop through the loop on the 
left hand needle, while slipping this left 
hand stitch. The new stitch is now on the 
right hand needle. Continue in this way 
until there are no more stitches on the left 
hand needle. Transfer the right hand 
needle to the left hand and begin the 
second row.

How to purl a stitch Hold the needle 
with the cast on stitches in the left hand. 
With the yarn at the front of the work, 
insert the right hand needle into the front 
of the first stitch, back to front, right to 
left. Take the yarn round the point of the 
right hand needle over the top and 
under, from right to left. Draw this loop 
through the stitch on the left hand 
needle, while slipping the left hand stitch. 
The new stitch is now on the right hand 
needle. Continue in this way until there 
are no more stitches on the left hand 
needle, then start a new row.

This means that you knit every stitch of 
every row.

You knit the first row and purl the second 
row, repeating these two rows through- 
out.

You should not do any of the following 
things unless you have absolutely no 
alternative. 


Switching yarns 

It is always best to use the yarn recom- 
mended in the ‘Materials’ section of the 
pattern. However, if you love the design 
but the recommended yarn is too expen- 
sive, or if the pattern uses a yarn such as 
cotton that you are unwilling to try, it is 
possible to knit the garment in another 
yarn. If you do this, however, you must 
knit a tension square and achieve the 
right tension with the new yarn before 
you make the switch. The new yam 
obviously must be of a comparable 
thickness. 


Mixing yarns 

Wool companies are very much against 
knitters using many different types of 
yarn together. However, this is an excel- 
lent way of using up all those odd balls of 
yarn, but once again remember that the 
ones you do use must all be of a compar- 
able thickness, otherwise you'll have a 
tension problem. If some of the yarns are 
much thinner, you can get round this by 
using them double, or even treble. Mix- 
ing yarns is a marvellous way to experi- 
ment if you love to create original 
textures and effects, and it’s highly 
economical if you have a lot of leftover 
yarn. 


Pulling threads 

To operate this one — and it’s not for the 
fainthearted — you need a lot of confi- 
dence and the certainty that you know 
what you are doing. If you own a much- 
loved sweater and the ribbing has worn 
out, or it has stretched in the wash and is 
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far too long, or too much wearing has 


made a garment baggy round the bot- © 


tom, it is possible to pull a thread to 
enable you to reknit the ribbing only, or 
to shorten the garment by unravelling 
some rows and then reknitting the rib- 
bing. 

With a sharp pair of scissors, very, very 
carefully cut the head of one stitch near 
the end of the row just above the ribbing 
(having previously undone the side 
seams). Now gently separate the rib from 
the main part, picking up the stitches at 
the base of the main part as you go. It is 
now possible to knit the rib downwards, 
remembering to cast off firmly.

Swiss darning over Fair Isle mistakes 

If you have knitted a complicated Fair 
Isle and your eagle eye has spotted one 
minute mistake, obviously you will pull 
the whole thing undone and reknit it 
from scratch. However, if you simply 
don’t have any more time, Swiss darn in 
the correct colour over the incorrect 
stitch, by threading a darning needle 
with the correct shade of yarn and work- 
ing it over the mistake as shown in the 
diagram.

Bribing someone to knit it for you 

If you love expensive looking hand knits 
but loathe knitting, don’t soldier on, 
hating every second. Trade services with 
a friend who loves to knit, or ingratiate 
yourself with your granny. If all else fails, 
you can always type out an advertise- 
ment for an experienced knitter and dis- 
play it at your local newsagents: I’ve 
found loads of good knitters that way.

p32, Ko Onp: 2, @6b COED 2. k.6, eZ 
ko7) MB KL p 2 ke S10. 12) 

Row 7: As row 1. 

Row 9:K. 8 (10) 12), p: 2. 3, C6Fpia 
k. 6, p. 2, k: 125 p. 2, k. 6, p. 2, C6B, kaa 
Dp. 2, Keo (10) 12) 

Row 11: K. 8 (10, 12), p. 2, k. 7, MB, k. 
1, p. 2,k-6, p. 2, C6F, C6Byp. 2. keGae 
2. k. 1, MB, k. 7, p. 2, k. 8 (10, 12). 


Row 12: As row 2. 

These 12 rows form patt. When patt. has 
been completed once, inc. 1 st. at each 
end of next and every foll. twelfth row. 
When patt. has been completed eight 
times in all, work last 2 incs. on the last 
eighth patt. row — 86 (90, 94) sts. 


To shape raglan Dec. 1 st. at each end 
of next and every foll. alt. row until 28 
sts. remain, working 6 decs. over centre 
cable on last row — 22 sts. Do not cast off. 


Neckband 

With 3% mm. needles and MS, work in 
k. 1, p. 1 rib over the 22 sts. of left sleeve, 
pick up and k. 46 sts. along left neck 
edge, k. the centre 2 sts., pick up and k. 
46 sts. along right neck edge, work over 
the 22 sts. of right sleeve ink. 1, p. 1 rib, 
then work over the 32 sts. of back neck in 
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edge of right front, 58 sts. round neck, 69 
sts. down straight edge of left front. Work 
as welt from * to *. Join shaped edges of 
welt and bands together. 


MATERIALS 


Airy mohair summer jacket, __ 
knitted sideways on big needlesin — 
an easy lace stitch. 


16 25 g. balls Jaeger Mohair-Spun; a 
pair each 5 mm. (no. 6) and 6 mm. (no. 


4) knitting needles. 


TENSION 


6 stitches to 5 cm. 


MEASUREMENTS 


To fit bust 34-38 in., 86-97 cm. 
Length 26% in., 67 cm.

INSTRUCTIONS 


The main part 

Beg. at left cuff edge. With 5 mm. 
needles, cast on 35 sts. Work 12 rows in 
k. 1, p. 1 rib, beg. alt. rows p. 1. 

Inc. row: (K. 1, p. 1, k. 1) in each st. to 
end — 105 sts. 

Change to 6 mm. needles and patt. thus: 
Row 1 (right side): P. 

Row 2: K. 1, (y.f., k. 2 tog.) to end. 

Row 3: P. 

Row 4: (Sl. 1, k. 1, p.s.s.o., y.f.) to last st., 
k. 1. 

Rep. rows 1 to 4 six times more, then 
rows | and 2 once more. 


To shape sides Cast on 4 sts. at beg. of 
next 12 rows — 153 sts. 
Patt. 34 rows straight. 


To shape neck Next row: Patt. 75, tum 
and cont. on these sts. Dec. 1 st. at beg. 
of next row and at same edge on foll. 3 
rows. Patt. 26 rows straight, thus ending 
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neck edge. Now inc. 1 st. at same edge 
on next 4 rows. Leave sts. for the time 
being. 

With right side facing, join yarn to rem. 
sts. Cast off 3, patt. to end. Patt. 1 row 
straight. Cast off 2 sts. at beg. of next row 
and foll. 2 alt. rows, then dec. 1 st. at 
same edge on next 2 rows — 67 sts. Patt. 
7 rows straight. Cast off. With 6 mm. 
needles, cast on 67 sts. Patt. 8 rows as 
Back. 


To shape neck Inc. 1 st. at beg. of next 
row and at same edge on foll. row. Cast 
on 2 sts. at beg. of next row and foll. 2 alt. 
rows. 

Next row: Patt. to end, turn and cast on 3 
sts., turn and patt. across 75 sts. on spare 
needle — 153 sts. 

Patt. 34 rows straight. 


To shape sides Cast off 4 sts. at beg. of 
next 12 rows — 105 sts. 

Patt. 28 rows straight. Change to 5 mm. 
needles. 

Dec. row: (K. 3 tog.) to end — 35 sts. 
Work 12 rows ink. 1, p. 1 rib as left cuff. 
Cast off. 


TO MAKE UP 


Join side and sleeve seams. 


The welt 

With 5 mm. needles and right side 
facing, pick up and k. 152 sts. along 
lower edge. * Work 6 rows in k. 1, p. 1 
rib, inc. 1 st. at both ends of every row. 
Cast off in rib *. 


The front band 
With 5 mm. needles and right side 
facing, pick up and k. 69 sts. up straight 


Only for the experts: a Fair Isie 
sweater with an overall pattern in 
blending shades on a pale pink 
background. Knitted all in one 
piece, the sweater has a big round 
neck and dolman sleeves. 


MATERIALS 


8 50 g. balls Pingouin Pingostar in main 
shade — light pink (no. 534), 1 ball in 
each of 4 contrast shades — light purple 
(no. 561), dark pink (no. 539), yellow 
(no. 562), and blue (no. 511), 2 balls in 
another contrast shade — grey (no. 505), 
and 3 balls in further contrast shade — 
dark purple (no. 557); a pair each 3% 
mm. (no. 9) and 4 mm. (no. 8) knitting 
needles; a circular 354 mm. (no. 9) knit- 
ting needle; a stitch-holder. 


TENSION 


30 stitches and 33 rows to 15 cm. 


MEASUREMENTS 


To fit bust 32-36 in., 82-91 cm. 
Length 27% in., 70 cm. 
Sleeve 17%2 in., 44 cm. 


ABBREVIATIONS 


k., knit; p., purl; st(s)., stitch(es); beg., 
beginning; cont., continue; dec(s)., de- 
crease(s); foll., following; inc., increase; 
patt., pattern; rep., repeat. 


INSTRUCTIONS 


Beg. at front bottom edge. With 3%4 mm. 
needles and main shade, cast on 92 sts. 
Work in k. 1, p. 1 rib for 7 cm., ending 
with a wrong side row. Change to 4 mm. 
needles, and work Fair Isle from chart, 
working rows 1 to 60 once, then rows 1 
to 12 once more. 
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To shape sleeves Cont. to work Fair 
Isle from chart, but inc. 1 st. at each end 
of every row for the next 14 rows — 120 
sts. 

Cast on 16 sts at beg. of next 2 rows, and 
30 sts. at beg. of foll. 2 rows — 212 sts. 
Cast on 15 sts. at beg. of next 2 rows — 
242 sts. 

Cont. second patt. rep. until row 58 of 
chart has been completed. 


To shape front neck Work 110 sts. in 
patt., turn; work on these sts. only (left 
side of neck). 

Cast off 4 sts., work to end. Dec. 1 st. at 
neck edge on every row fifteen times in 
all —91 sts. Work straight until eighteenth 
row of third patt. rep. has been com- 
pleted. Mark each end of row with a 
coloured thread and leave these sts. for 
the time being. 

Slip the centre 22 sts. onto a stitch- 
holder to be worked later as neckband. 
Rejoin yarn and complete right side of 
neck to match left side. 


To shape back neck Left side: Patt. 8 
rows straight over 91 sts. Now cast on 2 
sts. at neck edge on next 2 alt. rows —95 
sts. 

Work right side to match. 

Now cast on 52 sts. at neck edge at left 
side and join to right side — 242 sts. 
Work straight in patt. until sixth row of 
fourth patt. rep. has been completed. 


To shape sleeves (back) Cast off 15 
sts. at beg. of next 2 rows, and 30 sts. at 
beg. of foll. 2 rows. Now cast off 16 sts. at 
beg. of next 2 rows. Dec. 1 st. at each 
end of every row for the next 14 rows — 
92 sts. 

Work straight until thirty-eighth row of 
fifth patt. rep. has been completed. 
Change to 3% mm. needles and work in 
k. 1, p. 1 rib in main shade for 7 cm. Cast 
off. 


Neckband 

Beg. at right back neck edge. With 334 
mm. circular needle, work in k. 1, p. 1 rib 
over the 52 sts. of back neck; pick up and 
k. 26 sts. along left neck edge, then, beg. 


p. 1, work over the 22 sts. of front neck in 
k. 1, p. 1 rib; pick up and k. 26 sts. along 
right neck edge — 126 sts. Workin k. 1, p. 
1 rib for 24 rows, then cast off ribwise. 


Sleeve bands 
With 3% mm. needles and right side 
facing and with main shade, pick up and

TO MAKE UP 


Press very lightly with a warm iron anda 
damp cloth. Join side seams and sleeve 
bands. Fold neckband in half and stitch 
down on the inside. Press all seams. 
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30 pattern stitches with one selvedge stitch 
at each end of every row

knitting patterns have received considerable coverage 
in such magazines and newspapers as Cosmopolitan, 
Woman, Over 21, The Standard, The Observer 
Colour Magazine, Woman's Own and the Daily

Frustrated by the scarcity of fashionable knitting 
patterns, Angela decided in 1978 to start designing 
her own. Her ideas met with the immediate approval 
of magazine and newspaper fashion journalists, and 
confirmed her initial feeling that modem designs — 
particularly those which were quick and simple to 
make — were what knitters really wanted. 


Encouragement is a key factor in Angela King’s 
approach, and she hopes her designs will lead knitters 
to extend their abilities by continually trying 
something new. Whether readers are tempted to 
tackle a seemingly-complicated Aran pattem, try an 
unconventional yam, or even learn how to knit for the 
very first time, they will be inspired and encouraged 
by the patterns in this book. 


Anyone who shares Angela’s interest in and 
enthusiasm for fashionable hand knitted sweaters and 
cardigans will have the ability, budget and time to knit 
one. 
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
